L aw enforcement cheating in 

courthouses usually gets ignored 
because otherwise-decent cops, 
prosecutors and judges remain 
mum, and the offenders go unpunished or, 
worse, win promotion. But the beginnings 
of a potential, cleansing tidal wave is moving 
through California’s criminal-justice sys¬ 
tem. Last month, a three-judge panel at the 
United States Court of Appeals for the Ninth 
Circuit shattered that silence on government 
officials lying. 

Though the use of jailhouse informants 
is a well-established police tool, it’s also 
known that rats—commonly the most 
despicable inmates—won’t hesitate to lie 
to juries in exchange for valuable, govern¬ 
ment-supplied perks. Cops and prosecutors, 
as theoretical guardians of truth and justice, 
would never allow an informant to give false 
testimony. But as 
Ninth Circuit panel 
of judges Alex Koz- 
inski, Kim McLane 
Wardlaw and Wil¬ 
liam A. Fletcher 
knows, reality isn’t 
so immaculate. 

A recent appellate 
case, Baca v. Adams, 
sparked the panel’s 
ire because of 
numerous outrages 
committed to win and maintain a convic¬ 
tion in a 1995 double murder in Riverside 
County A key prosecution witness, who 
was an informant, bolstered credibility to 
a jury by deceitfully claiming he wasn’t 
receiving government benefits in exchange 
for testimony. At a second trial, a second 
prosecutor got the first prosecutor to give 
false testimony about the informant; the 
two prosecutors allowed the informant 
to escape perjury charges. The California 
Attorney General’s (AG) office tried to hide 
the informant’s sweetheart deal from a state 
court of appeal—in effect covering up the 
ethical breaches. The AG’s office refrised to 
discipline the two prosecutors, and then the 
office, now occupied by Kamala D. Harris, 
urged the federal appeal panel to ignore all 
the transgressions. 

During Jan. 8 oral arguments, Kozinski 
asked Deputy AG Kevin Vienna if Har¬ 
ris “really wants to stick by a conviction 
obtained by lying prosecutors.” If so, he 
said, the judges would write an opinion 
that would “not be pretty.” Weeks later, the 
AG, a San Francisco Democrat hoping to 
replace Barbara Boxer in the U.S. Senate, 
agreed to set aside the Baca conviction “in 
the interest of justice.” 

In Orange County it’s far less likely—if 
not unheard of—for judges to hold dishon¬ 


est government agents accountable. I’ve 
covered our courthouses for two decades 
and can’t recall a single time when a judge 
punished a law-enforcement officer for 
lying. For example, Judge Robert Fitzgerald 
in 2005 ignored fraudulent statements by a 
police dog handler and declared that “inno¬ 
cent people get convicted, too,” before send¬ 
ing James Ochoa to prison for a robbery the 
Buena Park teenager was later absolved of 
committing. And Judge Sarah S. Jones pro¬ 
tected Orange County Sheriff’s Department 
(OCSD) investigator Christopher Catalano 
during a 2009 hearing in which the deputy 
denied threatening an Anaheim suspect, but 
an audio recording captured him promis¬ 
ing to “make something up” if he didn’t win 
a confession. Plus, Judge John Conley in 
2011 refrised to officially rebuke two OCSD 
deputies, Michelle Rodriguez and Brad 
Carrington, after they gave false testimony 
concealing critical, exculpatory evidence in a 
Laguna Niguel burglary trial. 

Given the entrenched willingness to 
allow dirty cops to go free, it’s not surpris¬ 
ing testifying continues. But, at least for 
now, the who-polices-the-police question 
isn’t entirely hidden from public view. 
Inside the courthouse domain of Judge 
Thomas M. Goethals, several deputies, 
including Seth Tunstall, are hoping to 
outrun perjury charges in People v. Scott 
Dekraai, the case of the confessed killer in 
the 2011 Seal Beach salon massacre. 

They better run fast. 

Fifty years ago, the U.S. Supreme Court 
ruled in Massiah v. United States that the 
constitution bans government agents, 
including surrogates such as informants, 


from eliciting incriminating statements 
from individuals who have been charged 
with a crime and are represented by an 
attorney. If a defendant freely blabs on his 
or her own, the information is usable. But 
officials cannot take steps to violate the pro¬ 
tection by, say, moving jailhouse informants 
into locations designed to elicit statements 
or having informants ask their questions. 

There are basically two ways for defense 
lawyers to see if Massiah is obeyed: Officers 
such as Tunstall, assigned to the OCSD’s 
Special Handling unit in the jail for a 
decade, honestly answer questions and 
faithfully comply with the court-ordered 
surrender of jail records. In Dekraai, there 
has been a lingering question: Did officials 
violate the Constitution when Fernando 
Perez, a Mexican Mafia killer and prolific 
informant, landed in a cell next to the 
defendant and obtained crime details as 
well as legal strategies pertaining to a pos¬ 
sible death-penalty punishment? 

Prosecutor Dan Wagner insists the place¬ 
ment of the two men together in a pool of 
6,000 inmates was accidental, but it didn’t 
help his cause that he spent years conceal¬ 
ing related records from Scott Sanders, 
the assistant public defender representing 
Dekraai. After an intense, year-long investi¬ 
gation, Sanders produced a 505-page report 
describing how OCSD officials routinely 
hid jail-informant records and committed 
perjury to cover up questionable activities in 
dozens of felony cases. 

Over the protests of prosecutors, 
Goethals conducted a four-month eviden¬ 
tiary hearing into the allegations in 2014 
and, in August, ruled officials hid records, 
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faked memory losses and committed per¬ 
jury. But the judge declined to name the 
liars and, in additional lame judicial gym¬ 
nastics, declared the cheating hadn’t been 
malignant. He also accepted that Perez’s 
cell placement hadn’t been a Massiah scam. 

Sanders, who is quite the detective, con¬ 
tinued to dig after the ruling and uncovered 
new evidence that Tunstall committed a 
hoax on Goethals. It turns out that OCSD 
maintains a secret records system called 
TRED, which indicates special handling 
deputies had, after all, controlled Perez’s 
whereabouts near Dekraai. Worse, the 
agency has been concealing the existence 
of TRED records for 25 years. That’s a huge 
deal. During that period, tens of thousands of 
defendants were convicted without knowing 
if those entries contain exculpatory evidence. 

In the wake of the revelations, the judge 
this month reopened the special hearings, 
and Tunstall, who’d pretended the records 
didn’t exist during six days of 2014 testi¬ 
mony, now claims that he, the author of 
thousands of TRED records, simply forgot 
about them. Besides, the 16-year OCSD vet¬ 
eran suggests, his answers might have been 
technically accurate if, like him, someone 
is confused about the difference between 
“informant” and “information provider.” He 
also said he can’t be responsible for his infor¬ 
mants’ plots to evade Massiah prohibitions 
because, while he received their notes detail¬ 
ing the planned scams, he hadn’t bothered to 
digest the contents, but, by golly, he can now 
see his alleged laziness was an error. 

To Sanders, the claims by a deputy with a 
doctorate in clinical psychology are prepos¬ 
terous. He may not be alone. Goethals, who 
has advised Tunstall of potential obstruction- 
of-justice charges, wanted to know if the 
“first place” to look when questioned about 
inmate movement should be TRED records. 

“Yes,” the deputy replied. “That would be 
a place I would look.” 

So why had he pretended the records 
didn’t exist? 

The answer is ugly: OCSD officials 
think they can pick which judicial orders 
to obey—and concoct ridiculous excuses 
for secrecy when caught. After all, they 
short-changed Sanders, then blamed him 
for delaying the Dekraai case. Memory loss 
aside, Tunstall, who declined an interview, 
told Goethals the public agency deemed the 
information “confidential” to itself. 

The judge now has a second opportunity 
to hold the cheaters accountable.

Forty years after the fall of Saigon, Orange County’s 
annual Tet festival goes plural BY CHARLES LAM 
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t’s about noon on Jan. 25, and hun¬ 
dreds of volunteers from more than 
a dozen Southern California schools 
are on their way to a shabby-looking 
business park in a sparsely populated area 
of west Garden Grove. The Santa Anas are 
blowing, and as the students approach the 
parking lots, they see fellow volunteers 
awaiting them, their hands holding pam¬ 
phlets and pieces of paper to shield their 
eyes from the sun, heat and dust. 

The greeters point the volunteers 
toward the headquarters of the Southern 
California chapter of the Union of Viet¬ 
namese Student Associations (UVSA), a 
building that also houses the offices of 
a company that sells e-cigarettes and an 
American Apparel-esque clothing factory, 
though it’s Vietnamese making clothes 
instead of Mexicans. Everyone is there 
to help organize UVSA’s upcoming Tet 
festival, scheduled to happen in less than 
a month. 

Outside the building, several dozen 
young women congregate and socialize. 
They’re almost dressed in uniform: dyed 


hair (some ombre, some with highlights), 

3-inch heels, and either short shorts or 
knee-length dresses appropriate for the 
85-degree weather. They’re tying friend¬ 
ship bracelets around one another’s wrists 
as they work together to make sure the 
Tet festival’s pageant, a major part of the 
weekend’s planned cultural programming, 
goes off without a hitch. 

Meanwhile, on the other side of the 
building, a battalion of other volunteers— 
less flashily dressed students wearing 


jeans, T-shirts and hoodies—are stand¬ 
ing next to their cars and snacking on 
burgers, awaiting assignments from the 
20 or so festival-committee members, 
each of whom is responsible for some¬ 
thing, from facilities to entertainment, 
from food to decorations. The commit¬ 
tee members—most of whom are college 
students—are inside the building. They 
are halfway through a business meeting, 
going through an agenda displayed from 
a ceiling-mounted projector with a rigid, 
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quick-step decorum normally reserved for 
a routine city council meeting. 

The volunteers working on the pageant 
all have assignments. Check. The com¬ 
mittee in charge of decorations needs 
more help painting murals, which sit half- 
finished in the backroom. Okay. Sponsor¬ 
ship checks are slowly starting to funnel 
in. Good. What does everyone think about 
having photo-booth-style props for the 
photo area? Love it. 

The office space is cluttered with plan¬ 
ning paraphernalia. There’s a chalkboard 
wall covered in ideas, notes and doodles. 
Shelves are stacked with long-forgotten 
papers and awards. Two flags, one 
American and one South Vietnamese, lean 
against a wall. Tables are covered in red 
envelopes or tickets or rows of fire extin¬ 
guishers primed for the event. 

The final product of all this planning? 
The 34th annual UVSA Tet festival, the 
largest Vietnamese New Year celebration 
outside Vietnam and the longest continu¬ 
ous celebration in the United States. The

three-day event full of Vietmericana takes 
place at the OC Fairgrounds. This year, 
the festivities will include a cultural vil¬ 
lage (with hundreds of volunteers teach¬ 
ing children about Vietnamese culture), 
pho-eating contests, mock weddings, lion 
dances, the Miss Vietnam of Southern 
California pageant and more. More than 
a thousand volunteers are required to 
pull off the event, and for many young 
Vietnamese Americans, it’s the first way 
they’ll learn about the culture they inher¬ 
ited from their parents. 

Last year, the festival attracted more 
than 30,000 attendees. It was a histori¬ 
cally dismal number, although better than 
expected given a last-minute venue change. 
The students did the best they could with 
limited time to prepare, but it felt underat¬ 
tended and overly roomy compared to the 
chaotic crowds and tight spaces of previous 
festivals. But now, with a full slate of prepa¬ 
ration and new layout designs that’ll take 
advantage of the extra room, there’s excite¬ 
ment. This year, as community members 
are better informed of the new location, as 
well as its added parking space, the organi¬ 
zation hopes attendance will double. 

The staff hopes they’ll be able to return 
the event to its peak, when the festival 
was located in the heart of Little Saigon 


and attracted more than 100,000 people 
to the 36-acre Garden Grove Park with 
ease. Despite the drop-in attendance, 
this Tet festival is already one of the OC 
Fairgrounds’ most popular events, placing 
fourth in attendance behind the Orange 
County Fair, Orange County Pet Expo and 
the Orange County Night Market. 

T hirty-seven years earlier and 
thousands of miles away, sev¬ 
eral hundred people, perhaps 
just more than 1,000, are 
crowded in the auditorium of an elemen¬ 
tary school in Arlington, Virginia. They’re 
trying to make their way inside the build¬ 
ing, where smoke from burning incense 
floats over the crowd and into the bitter, 
sub-freezing cold. The people waiting 
aren’t used to this kind of weather, and 
some still wear the donated jackets and 
heavy coats given to them when they were 
relocated to this part of the United States. 
They’re mostly Vietnam War refugees, 
part of the educated first wave of depar¬ 
tures that left the country by airlift during 
the infamous April 1975 fall of Saigon. 

It’s Feb. 6,1978, and the refugees—most 
from the Washington, D.C., metro area, but 
many freshly arrived by bus from other 
East Coast cities—are about to celebrate 
the beginning of Tet. Only two Tet holi¬ 
days have passed since the fall of Saigon, 
and the organizers were unprepared for 
such a turnout. Parking is nearly impos¬ 


sible to find, but there’s a palatable antici¬ 
pation as people find places to sit. The 
crowd gazes forward, toward the front of 
the auditorium, where they expect to soon 
see religious leaders open the ceremonies 
for the most important Vietnamese holi¬ 
day of the year. 

But after a few minutes, instead of lion 
dances or firecrackers to scare away evil 
spirits and ward off bad luck, a tall Ameri¬ 
can county worker appears. It’s Arlington 
Deputy Fire Marshall Willis T. Swartz. 
“Out!” he yells forcefully. “Get out!” 

In its excitement, D.C.’s Vietnamese 
community has filled the auditorium four 
times past its maximum capacity. They 
exit the auditorium quietly; dejected, many 
revelers go home having incorrectly heard 
that the building will be closed. But as the 
crowd thins, the faithful who remain are 
allowed to celebrate. Swartz, whose gruff- 
ness makes him more intimidating than 
he actually is, apologizes for the inconve¬ 
nience and leaves to check on other cel¬ 
ebrations. The ceremonies begin again. 

Across the United States, similar celebra¬ 
tions are starting to kick off. At this point 
in history, they’re small, for the most part 
attracting just dozens of attendees; only 
a few attract hundreds. They take place 
mostly in houses of worship or in borrowed 
rooms from local schools such as the one in 
Arlington. The celebration is simple. There’s 
Vietnamese food; spiritual leaders give ser¬ 
mons. Occasionally, there’ll be dancing.

These festivals are a shadow of the cel¬ 
ebrations in Vietnam, where the country 
effectively shuts down for half a week as 
people visit family and loved ones. There, 
it’s a family holiday akin to Thanksgiv¬ 
ing in the United States. Everyone is 
expected to return home. During the first 
night, nearly the entire country makes 
the short pilgrimage to their preferred 
houses of worship. They return home 
shortly before midnight, when firecrack¬ 
ers will begin sounding off. The next few 
days are full of eating, drinking, dancing 
and explosions. 

The first events held by groups that 
would go on to become the UVSA happened 
in 1981, just as new waves of boat people 
began to land on American shores. (Prior 
Tet celebrations were hosted in Orange 
County during the late ’70s, but they were 
mainly small one-time affairs organized by 
churches or single colleges.) The event took 
place on Hoover Street in Westminster and 
featured a small collection of food stalls and 
cultural performances. It was organized by 
students, but while today’s students are in 
their 20s and just barely legal to drink, these 
students were slightly older. They came to 
the country in their teens or twenties and 
needed to restart their lives without know¬ 
ing any English. 

“People joined the UVSA for a lot of 
different reasons back then,” remembers 
Frances Nguyen, a Westminster business¬ 
woman and the first female president of 










the UVSA. She came to the United States 
in 1975 at the age of 12, knowing only Viet¬ 
namese and French. 

“They wanted to learn about their cul¬ 
ture/’ says the petite woman. “They were 
proud Vietnamese. But they also joined for 
fun; they joined to have friends. They joined 
because they felt comfortable surrounded 
by Vietnamese.” 

Frances Nguyen became involved in 
the organization while attending univer¬ 
sity-first at UC Irvine, then at Cal Poly 
Pomona. She attended her first festival in 
1982, when she signed up to volunteer for 
two hours at a food booth. She ultimately 
volunteered for two 10-hour days. 

“We were very small then. It was very 
new,” she says. ‘We had no funds. If we 
could even raise $40,000, it would’ve been a 
miracle. Everyone had to chip in from their 
own pockets. Everyone had to do five jobs.” 

Despite the small size of the event, 
which bounced from Hoover Street to 
Santa Ana’s Centennial Park after a year, 
it provided a touchstone for a community 
still stinging from forced relocation and 
gave the community something to be 
proud of, something to celebrate. 

“It was something that the old Viet¬ 
namese community was very excited 
about,” she says. “It brought families 
together. They were excited—so happy it 
was being done by the young people. They 
were hoping the youth would take over in 
preserving Vietnamese culture. It was like 
the torch had been passed down.” 

And though the event was mostly for the 
community back then—roughly 85 percent 


of the attendees were Vietnamese—orga¬ 
nizers wanted to include Americans in the 
celebrations as well, realizing the United 
States was now their country and that 
these Americans were now their neighbors. 

“We want to create an atmosphere from 
the old times in Vietnam,” Dang Ngo Ngoc 
Uyen, then-president of the UVSA, told 
the Los Angeles Times in 1985. “We try to 
create an opportunity for the Vietnamese 
to get together, to talk, to enjoy Vietnam¬ 
ese food and music. We want to make it 
like a showroom for American people, 
too. We’d like very much for Americans to 
come and taste our food and see how we 
play music and dance.” 

As the Vietnamese population in Orange 
County grew, so did the festival. By 1985, 
the event was already attracting more 
than 30,000 people. In 1988, the event 
drew more than 100,000. The celebration 
became one of the main attractions of Little 
Saigon. Vietnamese Americans from across 
the United States would come to Orange 
County to visit family during the holidays. 
Those families then would go to the festival. 

The space the event took up grew 
accordingly. What was once one closed 
street in Westminster became a major 
park in Santa Ana, then a larger major 
park in Garden Grove. The festival trans¬ 
formed its surroundings into a fenced-in 
version of markets in Vietnam, replete 
with hundreds of food stalls, multiple 
stages, martial-arts performances, lions, 
dragons and flowers. 

The UVSA became a model for similar 
organizations in North America. Vietnam¬ 


ese youth groups in San Jose, Houston, 
Washington, Vancouver and other cities 
invited members of the student group to 
speak to them and help them to organize. 
And for a time, despite its growing size, 
the event managed to avoid the internal 
politics that often plague Little Saigon 
happenings, in part because of the orga¬ 
nizers’ strict adherence to the Vietnamese 
concepts of elder respect. 

Through the ’90s, the UVSA made 
strong efforts to avoid overlapping with 
other Tet celebrations, even if it meant 
hosting its event after or before the actual 
holiday. When asked to make comparisons 
between this event and others in the com¬ 
munity, UVSA organizers would actively 
avoid doing so. “Can we just say that ours 
is an effort put together completely by stu¬ 
dent volunteers?” Paul Hoang, a member 
of the planning committee for the 1997 fes¬ 
tival, asked Times reporter Lily Dizon. “If 
we say any more, [it] may touch the elders, 
and, well, we want to avoid the conflicts.” 

The festival did eventually conflict 
with others. In 2001, while bidding to 
run Garden Grove’s annual Tet festival, 
the UVSA beat out the Vietnamese Com¬ 
munity of Southern California, which 
had organized the event for the previous 
two years. Parking near the venue was 
stretched thin each year, and half-hour- 
long lines formed outside the fences that 
ran toward the event’s makeshift gates 
on a nightly basis. 

The event became an easy way for 
businesses to market themselves to a Viet¬ 
namese clientele, and many families spent 
their time at the festival waiting in line 
for whatever swag bags were available. 
The hundreds of thousands of feet beat 
Garden Grove Park into a packed, muddy 
pit, often marred with copious droppings 
from police horses patrolling the venue. 
Chaos or no, year after year, the crowds 
continued to come. 

“Other festivals, they pop up here and 
there, they run for a couple of years, and 
then they go out of existence,” says Phong 
Ly, a 30-year-old past president of UVSA 
who moved from Vietnam to the United 
States while he was in high school. “But 
over the years, we’ve built a reputation in 
the community, and because of that repu¬ 
tation, the community trusts us.” 


hen the UVSA’s second 
five-year contract with 
the city ran out in 2013, 
Garden Grove made mul¬ 
tiple expensive contingencies a require¬ 
ment for the organization to renew its 
contract a third time. The first was that 
UVSA donate $75,000 per year to an orga¬ 
nization called the Vietnam War Museum 
of America Foundation, a nonprofit with 
a stated goal of building a museum in 
Garden Grove. At the time of the negotia¬ 
tion, former Garden Grove Mayor Bruce 
Broadwater and now termed-out City- 
Councilwoman Dina Nguyen both sat on 
the foundation’s board of directors. 

The UVSA pushed back. Since the fes¬ 
tival’s inception, the student group had 
donated extra proceeds to local nonprof¬ 
its. In the ’80s, the money went to support 
the boat people leaving Vietnam, and in 
the ’90s and 2000s, any income funded 
mini-grants given to Boy Scout troops, 
scholarships and after-school programs. 
The UVSA was concerned that sending 
money to a third-party nonprofit directly 
jeopardized its charitable giving. 

Garden Grove eventually dropped that 
demand, replacing it with a demand that 
the student group pay the $75,000 directly 
to the city, which would have made the 
Tet festival the most expensive event to 
organize in the city by a factor of nearly 
four. (The Strawberry Festival, which runs 
a day longer and also includes a parade, 
costs organizers $35,000 per year to orga¬ 
nize.) According to a report by former 
Nguoi Viet Daily News managing editor 
Hao-Nhien Vu, with the payment to the 
city, the Tet festival would cost a total of 
$150,000 per year to run. 

The UVSA rejected that offer, moving 
the festival to Costa Mesa with a month 
of lead-in time. To fill the void left in Gar¬ 
den Grove, the Vietnamese Community 
of Southern California stepped in to host 
the event once again. Both festivals took 
place on the same weekend, as they will 
this year. Though both organizers con¬ 
tend that they’re not directly competing, 
they’re vying for the same sponsors and 
attendees. And though the UVSA has no 
involvement in the Garden Grove festival, 
many in the community believe the stu-

dents are working under the Vietnamese 
Community of Southern California. 

“Last year, I got multiple calls from 
people saying that they heard we were 
working with the Vietnamese Commu¬ 
nity,” says Nina Pham, the current presi¬ 
dent of the UVSA. “I got a few of those 
calls this year, too.” 

Since the UVSA left the city last year, 
Garden Grove has gone through a major 
political overhaul. Dina Nguyen and 
Broadwater have both left office, and new 
Garden Grove Mayor Bao Nguyen has 
invited the student group back. “We really 
need options, so I’d like them to recon¬ 
sider,” Bao Nguyen says. “I want to have 
the best festival yet in Garden Grove.” 

But that invitation may be too late. The 
UVSA is focusing on not only producing 
a great testament to Vietnamese culture, 
but also building an event that everyone 
in Orange County can enjoy. Much of the 
programming this year isn’t meant for a 
purely Vietnamese audience—a short-film 
competition and a “Youth Night” have 
no connections to Vietnamese culture; 
rather, they’re ways to showcase what’s 
currently hip with the kids. And, for 
now, it makes sense to many to have the 
Tet festival at the Orange County Fair¬ 
grounds. “We’ve done a lot of things to try 
to make this event mainstream,” Frances 
Nguyen says. “The new venue is closer to

a lot of other communities now. People 
might not want to go to Little Saigon, but 
Costa Mesa is okay.” 

And to a few members of the com¬ 
munity, the fact that there are two events 
is proof the Vietnamese community is 
maturing, that it can support an endeavor 
both for itself and for the rest of Orange 
County. “Having two festivals is a sign 
of growth,” agrees Bao Nguyen. “On one 
hand, people say there should only be 
one festival because Tet is about the com¬ 
munity coming together.... The OC Fair¬ 
grounds is a great venue. Having some¬ 
thing there is saying that it’s available to 
everybody. That’s very meaningful.” 


he next meeting at UVSA head¬ 
quarters happens two weeks 
later and is much calmer. It’s 
another warm Sunday, and there 
are only 12 days until the event. The direc¬ 
tors stare at laptops, looking over another 
agenda. This meeting is going noticeably 
faster. Gone are the pageant girls, who are 
already prepared for their part of the fes¬ 
tival. Gone are the other volunteers. In the 
backroom, the murals have been finished 
and are waiting to be loaded into trucks 
and driven down the 405, out of Little Sai¬ 
gon and into the fairgrounds. 

The students go over the final sponsor¬ 
ship tallies, which total well into six dig¬ 



its. They tie up loose ends such as booth 
placements, how they’re going to take 
aerial photos of the event, how they’re 
going to feed the volunteers, and what 
the official hashtag is going to be. While 
discussion continues, several directors 
slide tickets into red envelopes to be 
given away later. 

To a lot of people, the fact that there are 
two simultaneous Tet festivals in Orange 
County is a sign that the second generation 
of Vietnamese Americans that everyone’s 
always talked about—the more liberal, 
more American than Vietnamese genera¬ 
tion—is finally coming of age. And looking 
around the room, that makes sense. 

Nearly every director is American- 
born. Some aren’t even Vietnamese, but 
Filipino or white. Almost none of them 
speaks Vietnamese as a first language. 
Many were losing the ability to read 
and write in the language until Pham 
asked her committee members to write 
emails in Vietnamese (with liberal use of 
Google Translate). 

“I feel relieved. I feel like I’ve brought 
my torch to the next generation, and 
they’re still carrying it,” says Frances 
Nguyen. She has been with the UVSA for 
34 years and has seen it through incep¬ 
tion, growth, maturity and change. “I’m 
an ‘older person,’ so my job is to keep 
reminding them of our purpose, but of 
course I have to let them be independent. 
Just like the American people, they need 
to be independent.”

Garlic, Garlic, Garlic! 

Garlic & Chives proves there’s more to Vietnamese food than pho

I f Little Saigon were Vegas, Bolsa 

Avenue would be its Fremont Street, 
and the intersection of Westminster 
Boulevard and Brookhurst Street 
would be where Las Vegas Boulevard 
meets Flamingo Road. The corner is argu¬ 
ably one of the busiest and buzziest in the 
Vietnamese enclave, boasting two of its 
most popular restaurants, Brodard and 
Boiling Crab, which are—stretching the 
analogy a little further—its Bellagio and 
Caesars Palace. 

The newest and hottest here is Garlic 
& Chives. You might recognize the space. 
Until late last year, it used to be Lua 
Bistrot, a sleek cafe known for its cheap 
steaks and what you fell back on when 
the wait at Brodard was too unbear¬ 
able. But in the two months it has been 
open, Garlic & Chives has become the 
star attraction at the Mall of Fortune 
(the MGM Grand of our Vegas). Word 
of mouth has spread that the restaurant 
serves a killer salmon-belly appetizer 
and that it’s the second restaurant by the 
owners of Binh Dan, the Little Saigon 
goat meat institution whose specialty is a 
seven-course meal featuring goat-blood 
pudding and a goat stew that Gustavo 
Arellano says in his review is “meant to 
mimic the flavor of dog.” 

But Garlic & Chives is nothing like Binh 
Dan. The menu is expansive, focused 
on no particular specialty and billed as 
“Gourmet Asian Fusion.” You can have 
porridge, follow it with a sizzling skillet 
of steak and eggs, then twirl up garlic but¬ 
ter noodles akin to the kind Beverly Hills’ 
Crustacean serves to celebrities. Perhaps 
the best evidence that Garlic & Chives is 
just cooking whatever the hell it wants 
(and it’s really good at it) is the version of 


corn cheese it serves bubbling on a hot 
plate—a dish usually found in Little Seoul 
drinking establishments on the other side 
of the 22 freeway. And then there are the 
chicken wings it calls “Holy Crunchy 
Chicken,” which tastes as though it uses 
both Korean gochujang and Vietnamese 
fish sauce in its sticky-spicy glaze. 

About the only predictable constant at 
Garlic & Chives is the garlic, which it uses 
prodigiously. The amount and variety of 
it that Garlic & Chives incorporates into 
its dishes makes LAs the Stinking Rose 
seem Nosferatuan by comparison. And in 
the case of the golden-fried bits found in 
nearly everything cooked here (especially 
the house-special roasted whole crab), the 
kitchen regards the substance as though it 
were magic dust. And it is. Order the hot¬ 
pot dish called lau—which comes with an 
array of raw seafood, meat and vegetables 
for you to cook tableside in a simmering 
broth—and the servers might offer you 
some more garlic to dump into an already 
flavor-packed soup. 

Garlic also adorns that salmon-belly 
dish, already perfect in its own right, but 
further elevated by it. But it’s in these 
lightly floured, crispy-fried curls of 
fish that the restaurant has introduced 
Orange County to its most inspired 
salmon dish. You don’t eat this dish; you 
experience it with wide-eyed disbelief 
that salmon could melt so readily in 
your mouth, as though it were ice cream. 
There are other appetizers, such as 
spring rolls stuffed with more salmon and 
a second chicken wing appetizer that’s 
served with so much raw minced garlic it 
renders your person unapproachable for 
hours. But that salmon belly is what you 
have to order first and foremost. 


If anything comes close to its greatness, 
it’s the “Spicy Garlic Toothpick Lamb,” 
little cocktail skewers of fatty, deep-fried 
lamb morsels tossed with dried chiles and 
whole roasted garlic cloves, all sweetness 
beneath the gaminess. You pass it around 
the table, hoping some will remain when 
the plate comes back to you. But then, 
everything you order here is shared family 
style, including the spicy baby clams— 
stir-fried with chiles, herbs and crushed 
peanuts, all of it is meant to be scooped up 
with rice-cracker shards. 

One of the most compelling main 
courses is the one that starts with clay- 
pot-cooked rice. A whole section of the 
menu contains different iterations, all fea¬ 
turing rice with bottoms turned crispy and 
golden, then topped with everything from 
Chinese sausages, chicken and pork to 
eggs, or even a separate plate of classic bo 
luc lac, wok-kissed cubes of filet mignon 
tossed with onions and bell peppers. 

Also great: the pan-fried noodle, for 
which the kitchen oil-crisps the fresh 
wide rice noodles you typically see used 
for pad see ew, transforming them into 
crunchy-chewy swatches resembling torn 
sections of a woven basket. They’re then 
smothered in gravy with vegetables and 
either beef, seafood or both. Like nearly 
every dish here, it hovers around $8, 
which proves that unlike the price dif¬ 
ferentials between Downtown Las Vegas 
and the Strip, every part of Little Saigon is 
cheap, cheap, cheap!

B etween downtown, the barrios 
and the Korean enclaves around 
Brookhurst and Euclid streets, Fullertons 
dining scene has always been one of the 
better ones in OC. But there was a glar¬ 
ing exception: the area around Cal State 
Fullerton. I still rememberthe days when 
the best options were Genghis Khan 
Mongolian BBQ, a Thai joint, and some 
crappy fish-and-chips place. And, sure, 
the majority of Titans are commuters who 
eat elsewhere, but it was sad to see the 
lack of a true college dining scene around 
the campus, a place where students could 
embrace multiculturalism without being 
subjected to lectures about white privilege 
and micro-aggressions. 

But in the past couple of years, the main 
arteries leading to CSUF—State College 
Boulevard and Chapman and Yorba Linda 
avenues—have experienced a boom in 
great restaurants. State College now has 
many fast-casual options a la Chipotle 
and DIY pizza alongside Genghis Khan 
and ABC Indo Mart; Yorba Linda is turning 
into a mini-Little Tokyo with the opening of 
a Honda Ya and Mr. Katsu last year. And 
its on Chapman that you'll find the areas 
first good Indian restaurant in Curry Hut. 
You could place it on Telegraph Avenue 
in Berkeley or in any Ivy League town 
because here is coed cuisine to the max: 
tiny dining room, flat-screen TVs tuned to 
gaudy Bollywood dramas, and a six-item 
buffet that constitutes the day menu. 
There's also a more permanent one listing 
the restaurant's lush biryanis, succulent 
tandoor meets, floppy naans, and crunchy 
pakoras and samosas (the samosas, in 
particular, can double as a cannonball in a 
pinch, so dense and epic they are). 

But almost everyone goes for the one-, 
two- or three-item combo. It's in these com¬ 
bos that Curry Huts cooks shine. I've had 
everything from spinach to cheese entrees, 
from curries to a goat stew that would 
make Mexicans weep. The lassis are silky; 
dessert comes either via gulab jamun orthe 
freezer stocked with subcontinental pop- 
sicles. And Curry Hut knows its core audi¬ 
ence: students can qualify for a discount 
that entitles them to three meals per day at 
$10—hell, even the Habit directly across 
from campus can't compete with that!

Bravura anthology Wild Tales lays bare everyone’s awfulness

T here are two kinds of humanist 
movie. One kind shows human 
beings struggling against the 
most unspeakable horrors, 
sorrows or injustices and still, somehow, 
emerging with their essential goodness 
intact. The second, thornier type gives 
us people doing terrible things to one 
another—screaming, cheating and gener¬ 
ally making life hell—and leaves us with 
no reassuring answers beyond a wink and 
a good-natured shrug. Argentinian writer/ 
director Damian Szifron’s Wild Tales is 
the second kind, a collection of sketches, 
six in all, that have virtually nothing to do 
with one another aside from their astute, 
not necessarily generous view of human 
nature. But in the end, Szifron can’t turn 
fully away from humanity. When we stop 
and look at ourselves, accepting our flaws 
and those of other people, we’re not so 
bad. Or maybe it’s just that we’re the hell 
we know. Either way, Wild Tales has so 
much feral, prickly energy that it gives off 
warmth rather than coldness. 

In the opener, “Pasternak,” a tall stun¬ 
ner of a woman (Maria Marull) boards a 
plane and, just after takeoff, strikes up a 
conversation with a semi-flirtatious clas¬ 


sical-music critic (Dario Grandinetti). She 
mentions that her first boyfriend, some 
dude by the name of Gabriel Pasternak, 
was a musician; the critic, it turns out, has 
had occasion to suffer Pasternak’s woeful 
lack of talent. From there, the conversa¬ 
tion spirals into madness, culminating in 
a bitterly funny take on nerd revenge—it’s 
a whacked-out disquisition on the big 
dreams of the little guy who fights back. 

In “Road to Hell,” an asshole speeding 
down the highway in a fancy new Audi 
(Leonardo Sbaraglia) yells, “Redneck!” 
as he passes an unshaven thug in a dirty 
truck (Walter Donado). Then— natu- 
ralmente —Audi Guy gets a flat tire, and 
Mr. Redneck proceeds to make his life 
miserable, using every tool at his disposal 
(including some you really won’t want to 
recall while you’re eating). Their macho 
posturing escalates into an absurd man- 
vs.-man struggle that goes over the edge 
and beyond, until their hatred for each 
other becomes a twisted bond. 

Wild Tales is loose-limbed, rowdy and 
exhilarating—in its vibrant lunacy, and 
with its cartoonishly brash violence, it’s a 
little bit Almodovar, a little bit Tarantino. 
(The picture was, in fact, produced by 


Pedro Almodovar and his brother, Agustin.) 
But as with all movies stitched together 
from discrete mini-stories, some sections 
work better than others. The weakest is 
“The Bill,” in which the patriarch of a rich 
family (Oscar Martinez) panics when he 
discovers that his son has killed a pregnant 
woman in a hit-and-run accident and tries 
to pay off his gardener (German de Silva) 
to take the rap. As a sendup of everyday 
human corruption, it’s only moderately 
effective, and its undisguised bitterness 
is out of tune with the rest of the movie. 

But the segment that follows, “Till Death 
Do Us Part,” sets everything right, in the 
sense that it’s oh-so-wrong in the best 
way. A bride (Erica Rivas) discovers that 
her groom (Diego Gentile) has cheated on 
her—the proof drops during the reception. 
After that, chaos reigns. 

“Till Death Do Us Part” captures the 
desperate joyousness of wedding celebra¬ 
tions, that distinctly anxious crackle that 
hangs in the air on a day when everything, 
without exception, must be absolutely 
perfect. In this case, the bride and groom’s 
devotion to each other is an even bigger 
question than whether or not they should 
have splurged on the hot pastrami buffet. 


When the bride discovers the infidel¬ 
ity—she locates the vixen’s number on her 
new husband’s cellphone, rings it and boils 
with rage from across the room at that 
setup’s inevitable outcome—she becomes 
a she-wolf, a demon of fury in puffy white 
bridal gear. 

Szifron gets at the idea that weddings 
represent not just romantic hopes and 
wishes but also something deeply primal: 
a way of cementing our connection with 
another person that’s highly unlikely to 
mesh with the reality of how human beings 
think and behave. The resulting tussle 
between bride and groom involves blood, 
broken glass and sloppy gobs of cake—but 
it ends with an unexpected note of wary 
tenderness. The line between love and hate 
is perilously thin, but Szifron negotiates it 
like a tightrope walker. This is what we are, 
for better or worse, for richer or poorer— 
and all things considered, we’re not so bad.

OPENING 

ALL THE WILDERNESS A death in the 
family is always unsettling, which may 
explain why adolescent James Charm 
(Kodi Smit-McPhee), whose father has 
just died, runs from imaginary!?) hooded 
creatures and has taken to telling people 
the dates of their own eventual deaths. 

If that sounds insufferably quirky, then 
you're not giving All the Wilderness, 
Michael Johnson's thoughtful debut, 
enough credit. Certainly our Chopin¬ 
listening, Carl Sandburg-reading (the 
poet's "Wilderness" provides both inspira¬ 
tion and backdrop for the film) protagonist 
has the potential for maximum melodrama. 
Unfortunately, James' behavior only 
serves to agitate mom Abigail (Virginia 
Madsen), while proving largely indecipher¬ 
able to his therapist Dr. Pembry (a per¬ 
functory Danny DeVito), both of whom are 
nonetheless concerned by his inability to 
process his loss. Writer/director Johnson 
gets off to something of a shaky start in his 
first film, relying heavily on shots of sun- 
dappled trees and elegiac voiceover best 
described as "Diet Malick." But as events 
unfold and James explores the heretofore 
unfamiliar urban jungle, Johnson takes a 
surer hand. This is most evident when he's 
bringing the nighttime cityscape (Portland, 
Oregon) to life, courtesy of James' new 
tour guide, street composer Harmon (Evan 
Ross). And in spite of the tatty "coming of 
age" familiarity, Johnson's vision seems 
fresh and vibrant. Besides, some experi¬ 
ences are universal no matter what the 
decade, including James' Last American 
Virgin moment, when he spies Harmon 
with erstwhile girlfriend Val (Isabelle 
Fuhrman), where Smit-McPhee precisely 
captures the vulnerability and confusion of 
youth. Johnson's film suggests that while 
the kids may not always be all right, in 
most cases they do end up finding their 
way home. (Not Rated) Pete Vonder 
Haar. Countywide. 

THE DUFF Shove off, John Hughes. The 
DUFF, a high school comedy by Ari 
Sandel, opens by declaring that The 
Breakfast Club's social categories are, 
like, way passe. Explains lead Bianca 
(Mae Whitman), "Jocks play video 
games, princesses are on antidepres¬ 
sants, and geeks rule the world." Today, 
be ye Goth kid, science dweeb, or just 
plain ordinary, only one distinction 
counts: Are you hot or not? Bianca is 
not. She's what her jerk neighbor Wes 
(Robbie Amell), the football captain, calls 
the DUFF, i.e., the "Designated Ugly Fat 
Friend." Being the DUFF is a noble sac¬ 
rifice: By seeming approachable, Bianca 
serves as a bouncer granting select guys 
the okay to flirt with lovely Jess (Skyler 
Samuels) and Casey (Bianca A. Santos). 
Josh A. Cagan's script aspires to be 
hyper-modern and clever. It's all hashtags 
and cyberbullying, as though it doesn't 
expect to have a shelf life longer than six 
years. (Stick around to the end credits for 
everyone's Twitter handle and Instagram.) 
But Whitman's a barreling Mae West in 
overalls, a classic screwball starlet who's 
all moxie and eye-rolls. To back her up, 
Sandel enlists grown-ups Ken Jeong, 
Romany Malco, and Allison Janney as 
comic support, yet he gets even better 
mileage out of young dramatic actor 
Amell, who takes a shallow role and turns 
it into a mini-meathead masterpiece. But 
The DUFF doesn't seem to know what its 
point actually is. It's pro-self-acceptance 
and also pro-makeover—the movie insists

that if Bianca really wants people to pay 
attention to her battle against beauty 
standards, she should first get a better 
bra and show off her boobs. (PG-13) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

MCFARLAND, USA This America's 
changing sports and race drama is 
well made, well acted, and sometimes 
beautiful. The sport here is cross¬ 
country; in 1987 the real-life Jim White 
(Kevin Costner) founded and coached 
McFarland, California's underfunded 
squad of after-school farm-laborers to 
triumph against California's best-funded 
schools. There's many stirring shots of 
the boys racing through the hard dirt 
and honeyed light of the bluffs, orange 
groves, and scrub-brushed hills of the 
San Joaquin Valley. All this is done with 
uncommon vigor and spirit. Sometimes, 
the movie even goes silent, communicat¬ 
ing simple ideas of friendship or gutsi¬ 
ness without music or chatter. Costner's 
face has a lot in common with those 
landscapes. It's golden, time-toughened, 
immediately arresting yet also harsh 
enough that you have to warm up to it. 
There's something affecting about his 
gruffness and his hangdog squinting, 
a suggestion that the American future 
he's staring into isn't exactly what he 
expected, but it's something he can rise 
to. The film is like a two-hour version of 
a Brad Paisley hit: a well-crafted fluff 
attempt at easing the discomfort of its 
target audience about the ways our lives 
are changing. That means it will look 
hokey—even racist—to the people it's 
not made for, those of us who groan when 
White discovers that Mexican food is 
wonderful, that Mexican-American fam¬ 
ily life is rich and loving, or that picking 
cabbages is excruciating work. Of course 
it is, you yutz! But before chucking fruit 
at it, remember that McFarland is part of 
something truly rare in world history: Here 
is a drama crafted to help a jittery major¬ 
ity accept that life is better once they 
stop pretending the minority is other. (PG)

AMERICAN SNIPER In Clint Eastwood's 
American Sniper, Navy SEAL Chris Kyle 
(Bradley Cooper)—an astoundingly tal¬ 
ented marksman credited with over 160 
confirmed kills in Iraq—runs into a fellow 
veteran at a mechanic's shop between 
deployments. The soldier shows Kyle an 
artificial leg and thanks him for saving his 
life. Cooper, all thick with new muscles, 
smiles tight and false. He's just trying to 
get his oil changed, man. The real-life 
Kyle was murdered two years ago by 
another fellow veteran, Eddie Routh, 
a scrawny, 25-year-old Marine with 
PTSD. As Cooper plays him, Kyle wears 
his heroism like a heavy saddle—he's 
spurred to do more, fight more, kill more 
because he feels the weight of all the 
American soldiers he must save. Cooper 
and Eastwood's Kyle is a humble, literally 
straight-shooting patriot who squirms 
when people call him a legend. As in all 
biopics, American Sniper leaves audi¬ 
ences to parse the distinctions between 
Kyle the human and Kyle the character, 
with Eastwood, their conduit, blurring 
the difference. The real Chris Kyle com¬ 
plicated things further. Kyle claimed he 
had been hired by Blackwaterto snipe 
armed looters at the Superdome during 


Hurricane Katrina (a fellow SEAL said 
that "defies the imagination"). And he 
even claimed that he had gotten into 
a bar fight with Jesse Ventura, who 
won a $1.8 million defamation lawsuit 
against Kyle's estate. Eastwood has 
chosen to omit Kyle's self-mythologizing 
altogether, which is itself a distortion of 
his character. The humble Kyle onscreen 
is Kyle with his flaws written out. We're 
not watching a biopic. We're watching a 
drama about an idealized soldier, a patriot 
beyond reproach, which bolsters Kyle's 
legend while gutting the man. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

BLACK OR WHITE There are few hard- 
and-fast rules in screenwriting, but here's 
one I think we can agree on: Something's 
gone wrong if your crowd-pleasing family 
drama asks audiences to hope a child's 
father proves to be a crackhead. That's 
one baffling turn in Mike Binder's Black or 
White, a movie about race in America that, 
for all its efforts at broad-minded truth¬ 
telling, can't resist insisting its crotchety 
old white-guy hero is right about every¬ 
thing, even when he comes right out and 
calls the young black man who fathered 
his grandchild a "street nigger." A con¬ 
summately rumpled Kevin Costner plays 
well-heeled, just-widowed power-lawyer 
Elliott, suddenly the primary caregiver for 
his granddaughter Eloise (Jillian Estell), a 
moppet so blessed in cutes/charisma that 
you feel, when you're fortunate enough 
to regard her, something like what a cat 
must as it stretches out where the sun 
hits the floor. Elliott's daughter, now dead, 
conceived Eloise with Reggie, the onetime 
crack smoker who claims he's gotten his 
life back together. He's urged into pursuing 
custody of Eloise by his mother, Rowena 
(Octavia Spencer). The result is two hours 
of sleepy, hard-to-swallow legal wrangling 
that really could have used a polish from 
the Good l/IZ/Ye writers' room. Not since 
the last Dinesh D'Souza flick has a movie 
seemed so eager to tell us who are the 
good black people and who the bad ones. 
One black character upbraids another 
for coming across like what racist whites 
might think black folks are like: "You're a 
goddamn cliche! A perfect stereotype!" 
lawyer Jeremiah (Anthony Mackie) says 
to Reggie, a sad-eyed addict and dead¬ 
beat dad. If only Reggie could respond, 
"Why aren't you yelling at the writer/ 
director who Imagined me?" (PG-13) Alan 
Scherstuhl. Edwards Brea Stadium West 
10, Brea. 

FIFTY SHADES OF GREY Even fans of 
Fifty Shades of Grey admit the book is 
a literary atrocity. Novelist E.L. James' 
erotic reveries read like the rantings of a 
drunk yokel—less "His firm hands cupped 
my breasts" and more "Holy crap! He's 
touching my boobs!" The story is simple: 
21-year-old virgin Anastasia Steele is 
offered an opening to be cold-hearted 
tycoon Christian Grey's sex slave. Before 
they sign a contract—an actual legal 
document with addendum for buttplugs— 
they test the merchandise and each 
other's emotional and physical limits. The 
smartest decision director Sam Taylor- 
Johnson made when adapting the novel 
for the screen was to throw out half of it. 
The film strips Fifty Shades of Grey to its 
essentials: a confident man, an awkward 
girl, and a red room rimmed with leather 
handcuffs. From there, Taylor-Johnson 
rebuilds. She constructs an erotic dram- 
edy that takes its romance seriously 
even as it admits that Christian Grey's 
very existence is absurd. As Grey, Jamie 


Dornan seems so uncomfortable that it's 
unclear if he's in on the joke. But Dakota 
Johnson breathes life into Anastasia 
Steele in tiny motions: the way she leans 
in to Grey's neck or dances like a fool 
to Frank Sinatra. Her Anastasia lives in 
the real world—a place where Christian 
Greys are unicorns. It's too bad Taylor- 
Johnson can't give the suspicious side- 
eye to the story's puritanical bent. James' 
series savors kink and stigmatizes it, 
implying Grey's only into BDSM because 
an older woman stole his virginity at fif¬ 
teen and his mother was a crack whore. 
With that, both book and film punish fans. 
Yes, this naughty stuff is hot—but if you 
like it too much, you're sick. (R) Amy 
Nicholson. Countywide. 

JUPITER ASCENDING There's a simple 
test I've come up with to measure the 
pleasures of putative blockbusters, one 
that Jupiter Ascending, however non¬ 
sensical, handily passes: Is watching this 
movie more interesting than seeing all 
the millions they spent on it stuffed into 
a woodchipper aimed at the producers' 
faces? The movie's a fascinating mess, 
grand and gaudy, often hilarious. Wait until 
you see the bees of Earth decide that Mila 
Kunis is a queen of some sort. Or shirt¬ 
less Channing Tatum, with elf-ears and 
a goatee, looking like he's playing Puck 
in a WWE production of A Midsummer 
Night's Dream. An early chase/battle set 
against the Chicago skyline bests the 
Marvel movies in vigor, coherence, and 
beauty. Too bad that the Wachowskis 
are three bang-up set pieces in before 
they tell us who anybody is. After that, 
the action gets more rococo and scat¬ 
tered. The Wachowskis may have vision, 
but they're hit-or-miss with clarity—how 
come, sometimes, Tatum can crash right 
into flaming debris, and other times he has 
to dash around it in a panic? Still, there's 
stellar weirdness here, including heaps of 
Big Ideas for the stoner crowd: As Kunis' 
everyday cleaning woman gets caught 
up in dynastic space warfare, we learn 
what really killed the dinosaurs, where 
crop circles come from, why some people 
seem truly to believe they've suffered 
alien abductions, and how human life on 
Earth came to be. We don't learn why the 


talking-lizard villains seem to believe that 
leather jackets look totally badass, but I 
just figure their planet never got Happy 
Days. (PG-13) Alan Scherstuhl. Cinema 
City Theatres, Anaheim. 

KINGSMAN:THE SECRET SERVICE 
Everything in Kingsman is familiar, cribbed 
from James Bond and a thousand other 
sources, yet every setup gets twisted 
twice, and then once more, just when you 
think you're ahead of it. Director Matthew 
Vaughn's mode is parodic, but he stages 
the killings with joyous vigor—he's 
gunning for applause, even when what 
he's showing us would have been read 
by previous generations as horror. He 
somehow keeps the craziness coming, 
through three or four escalating climaxes. 
Even the most stale of adventure-tale 
cliches gets blown up to absurdity: Our 
lead (Taron Egerton)'s reward for his 
heroics isn't just the usual good-hearted 
beauty—it's a princess who quite liter¬ 
ally promises him her asshole. Is that a 
critique of women's roles in men's adven¬ 
tures? Or just a horny-porny updating? 

As in Kick-Ass, Vaughn (and Mark Millar, 
co-creator of Kick-Ass and Kingsman) 
leaves you to make sense of the mess, 
although this time there are some encour¬ 
aging clues. Kingsman focuses on a fusty 
British secret service comprising hand¬ 
somely suited gents who call themselves 
"tailors" and take pride in not having 
their heroics make the papers. After a 
Kingsman dies in the field, spectacularly, 
the organization—exemplified by Colin 
Firth and headed, of course, by Michael 
Caine—must bring in new blood, a batch 
of promising teenagers who have to 
survive deadly spy-game training. If you 
wonder why Kingsman' s potential recruits 
are all white, or why the movie blasts its 
lone heroic female character out to space 
for the last couple reels, Vaughn and the 
studio have a wise-ass defense: Blame 
the British aristocracy! Meanwhile, 
Samuel L. Jackson is the funniest Bond 
villain since the one Albert Brooks played 
on The Simpsons. (R) Alan Scherstuhl. 
Cinema City Theatres, Anaheim; Edwards 
Brea Stadium West 10, Brea; Triangle 
Square Cinemas, Costa Mesa; Four Star 
Cinema, Garden Grove.

StillWater Spirits & Sounds fights to keep hosting live music in Dana Point

D amian Collins never thought 
his idea to liven up his Still- 
Water Spirits & Sounds would 
almost cause it to dry up 
completely. What started as a plea to the 
city of Dana Point to extend its alcohol¬ 
selling privileges resulted in a battle with 
neighborhood residents over a resource 
considerably rarer than craft booze—the 
bar’s live music nights. 

The trouble started on June 25,2014, 
when Collins contacted the district 
administrator for the Department of 
Alcoholic Beverage Control (ABC) with a 
request to modify the conditions of opera¬ 
tion to be able to sell alcohol until 2 a.m. 
After receiving Collins’ inquiry, the ABC 
sent out a notice to neighbors within a 
certain proximity of StillWater. The notice 
caused much concern in Mary Gieselman, 
who lives in Lantern Bay Estates, a gated 
community with 10 homes that sits adja¬ 
cent to the bar’s patio. Gieselman wrote a 
letter on behalf of the community to the 
city manager, chief of police, director of 
code enforcement, city council members 
and ABC explaining that the music “wakes 
the closest neighbors out of a dead sleep” 
and that “intoxicated individuals walk 
down Old Golden Lantern and Golden 
Lantern yelling and laughing loudly.” 

The letter further expressed a belief 
that changes would eventually devalue 
the community. But Collins says he had 
bought the place with the idea of improv¬ 
ing the stale, seaside suburb. “We opened 
this bar because there was nowhere to 
go,” he says. “I didn’t want to pay $27 to 
park at the Ritz and hang out.” 

When he bought the building at 24701 
Del Prado Avenue in 2012, Collins decided 
to turn the former Renaissance bar into a 
Prohibition-inspired joint. With its black- 
and-white photos hanging on the walls, 
hay-hook lights and an evolving menu, 
StillWater Spirits & Sounds became one 
of Dana Point’s best-known hotspots. The 
historic 1920s site also became a mecca 
for local bands. The venue hosts char¬ 
ity events for Surfers Healing, Surfrider 
Foundation and the 5th Marine Regiment, 
as well as hosts concerts for Los Rios Rock 
School, Danman’s Music School and Ken¬ 
ny’s Music Store, which have more than 
800 students cumulatively. Last April, the 
Dana Point Historical Society nominated 
StillWater to receive the Historic/Cultural 
Preservation Award from the Dana Point 
Chamber of Commerce. 

About a year after renovating, in 2013, 
Collins requested a license to sling drinks 
from 8 a.m. to 2 a.m. seven days a week. As 
a fallback, he requested a time period of 8 
a.m. to 1 a.m. seven days a week on the exte¬ 


rior patio. (The bar is currently open Sun¬ 
day through Thursday, 8 a.m. to midnight, 
and Friday to Saturday, 8 a.m. to 1 a.m.) 

A petition to reject the proposed 
changes was then filed with 22 signatures, 
two of which have been revoked. Some of 
the petitioners wrote that StillWater is a 
public “nuisance” and that they believe its 
hours of operation are already “unbeliev¬ 
able.” But in the community letter, Giesel¬ 
man wrote, “We are looking forward to the 
development of the downtown area. We 
are in favor of a new, thriving business and 
residential plan.” When her letter reached 
the ABC, not only was the extension for 
hours in question, but so was Stillwater’s 
ability to play live music and sell alcohol. 

While the residents of Lantern Bay 
Estates were not in favor of the ABC grant¬ 
ing Stillwater’s request, there were mul¬ 
tiple signatures of people who have visited 
the bar for anniversaries and Father’s Day 
and even posted photos on Facebook with 
their favorite bartenders and bands. 

According to a letter from a local devel¬ 
oper to the ABC, Dana Point has spent 
more than $9 million on the Town Center 
Plan; in September, it was awarded an 
additional $7 million toward building 
public infrastructure to initiate shops, 
dining and a lively community atmo¬ 
sphere. The plan has been in the works 
for more than a decade, with more than 
30 public hearings and thousands of votes 
in its favor. The goal is to create a vibrant 
entertainment center for the city of Dana 
Point and allow businesses to stay open 
until 2 a.m. and encourage outside din¬ 


ing. Collins says this is why StillWater 
requested new hours of operation. 

Since he purchased the place, Collins 
has tried to scale back on the noise gener¬ 
ated there. He removed the outside stage, 
where live music was showcased, and 
installed 15-foot-high sound deadening 
panels on the walls behind the interior 
stage. Collins also replaced the roof in an 
effort to eliminate upward sound leaking, 
employed a trained sound tech to adjust 
levels to meet city code, established a 
policy to keep the double doors closest 
to the street closed at all times and pur¬ 
chased decibel meters so that security can 
monitor noise. 

While this originally satisfied the ABC, 
it was not enough to keep the agency 
from cutting all entertainment at StillWa¬ 
ter on Jan. 19. This caused Collins to cut 
nine jobs and create a petition on change, 
org. The community responded with 50 
pages of comments and thousands of 
signatures in favor of Stillwater’s license 
being reinstated. 

“I believe that the balance of any poten¬ 
tial adverse effects is outweighed by the 
city’s policy of encouraging businesses 
that complement the city and its needs,” 
wrote Russ Chilton, chief of police ser¬ 
vices for Dana Point. 

Added Doug Chotkevys, Dana Point’s 
city manager, “[Stillwater’s] requested 
changes would help to further local 
development in the area and help the city 
achieve its overarching goal of having an 
engaged and cooperative relationship 
with the local business community.” 


While the community largely supports 
Stillwater’s petition to extend hours, the 
legal discourse caused many, including 
Collins, to question the fate of the estab¬ 
lishment. Despite the universal support 
they received, on Feb. 2, Collins decided 
to compromise and pull Stillwater’s appli¬ 
cation for extended hours, hoping the 
ABC would give the green light for live 
music. Most important, he hoped the city 
would establish a noise control standard, 
setting a precedent for the city. 

Chilton and Ursula Luna-Reynosa, 
director of community development, sat 
down with Collins last week to establish 
an economically viable solution suitable 
to the neighborhood, StillWater and the 
new Town Center Plan. Overwhelming 
demand from the public and support from 
the City Council and local authorities 
resulted in StillWater being allowed to 
bring back live music, starting Feb. 13. 

Collins is still in awe of the outcome. 

“I realized a lot of people appreciate the 
music and enjoy themselves here,” he 
says, “but I never realized how passionate 
the community would get when that was 
in jeopardy.”

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Retuning The Ugly Organ 

Cursive dig up forgotten bits of their 2003 album

T he members of Cursive weren’t 
even sure the band would 
survive long enough to make 
a fourth album. While their 
first three had won them fans and sold 
moderately well, they were hardly a jug¬ 
gernaut by early 2003. During recording 
sessions at that time, singer Tim Kasher’s 
lung collapsed, and his band mates were 
concerned he’d no longer be able to sing. 
Kasher survived the scare and went back 
into the studio, the results of which were 
released as The Ugly Organ, Cursive’s 
defining album. 

“We were pretty sure that the record 
wasn’t going to work,” bassist Matt Mag- 
inn recalls. u The Ugly Organ may not 
have happened if we were worried about 
how it would be received. It was so weird 
and a bit of a departure from the other 
Cursive stuff. If we were concerned, it 
would have stifled the creativity, produc¬ 
tion and everything that happened with 
that album.” 

To celebrate the landmark album, the 
band and label Saddle Creek Records 
gave it the reissue treatment. A few years 
in the making, the shiny deluxe edition 
includes photos, assorted goodies, and, 
more important for fans of the Omaha- 
based group, eight B-side and compilation 
tracks. According to Maginn, the issue 
was a fond reminder of the band’s most 
prolific recording period, which started 
with 2001’s Burst and Bloom. 

While songs from The Ugly Organ 
remain a strong presence in Cursive’s live 
set, on this tour, the group will include 
songs such as “Nonsense,” which they 
never play live. Even when they initially 
toured behind the release, they never 
played those songs live. “Those are weird 
songs,” Maginn remarks. “They were 
weird then, and they’re weird now.” 

The Ugly Organ was a success by indie 


standards, selling a few hundred thou¬ 
sands copies. Though Cursive didn’t 
change their formula for writing and 
recording music, the process was chal¬ 
lenging. Over the past few years, Kasher, 
Maginn and guitarist Ted Stevens took 
time off to focus on their side and solo 
projects. Cursive haven’t recorded an 
album since 2012’s I Am Gemini, but last 
year, they spent a month playing shows 
and digging deep into their catalog in 
anticipation of the reissue. 

As they have been together as a band 
for the better part of the past 20 years, 
it wasn’t difficult to reacclimate to one 
another. “It’s pleasantly surprising how 
quickly you remember everything,” Mag¬ 
inn says with a chuckle. “Your muscles 
just do things for you that you may have 
forgotten about.” 

Though they are in casual discussions 
about putting together a live project, 
Cursive have no plans to head back into 
the studio any time soon. “We’ve been 
waiting for that inspiration to do some¬ 
thing new,” Maginn says. “We kept a 
consistent pace for a while. We finally 
decided to take our own sweet time from 
here. Now that we’re an older band, we 
don’t have to operate on a two-to-three- 
year schedule anymore.” 

Even so, reliving their strongest mate¬ 
rial has been something they don’t take 
lightly. “It’s good to have a good reason 
to dig out a bunch of songs that maybe 
wouldn’t have made the set list,” Maginn, 
a member of the original lineup, says 
glowingly. “It’s a fun [tour], and [it] has a 
purpose ... and there will be another tour 
afterward. We have no plans of stopping.”

G oing to a Translucent Ham Sandwich Band 
show is akin to watching a miniature Burn¬ 
ing Man unfold in your living room. The wildly 
improvisational outfit have filled stages with an 
uncountable lot of avant jazzers, acrobats, danc¬ 
ers, poets and freaks. The carnival of sounds and 
arty showmanship threads through psychedelic 
rock, jazz and any other genre that opens itself 
up to the moment. But drummer Evan Stone 
is always the guiding light for the prismatic 
jam band. With his cast of characters huddled 
around him, he remains zen, even as his arms 
flail and pound while sporting a dragon kimono 
get-up or some strange hat dug out of the closet. 
And after years of having the catchiest name in 
the OC music scene, the Translucent Ham Sand¬ 
wich Band celebrate the long-awaited arrival of 
their official debut album at Diego's Downtown in 
Santa Ana on Thursday, Feb. 26. 

The release party for Music From the Future 
will be one of the last events at the venue before 
it closes its doors because of a change in owner¬ 
ship. "It's going to be kind of a free-for-all," says 
Stone. "[The closing is] a little bittersweet, but 
there's such a good vibe there. We're even more 
motivated to make the album-release party a 
special one, and I have a feeling it's going to be a 
magical night. People have a hard time listening 
with their ears, so our live shows are meant to 
stimulate as many senses as possible." 

The gig will feature a handful of the band's 
usual suspects, including seasoned vocalists, 
guitarists, horn players and a keyboardist. Stone 
says the night will also feature a DJ, rapper and

poet, as well as video and laser components. The 
entertainers, lovingly referred to by the band as 
"fringe performers," are a tantalizing blend of 
belly dancers, jugglers, even a magician. Given 
the eclectic and diverse nature of the project, it's 
not surprising that more than a hundred partici¬ 
pants have filtered in and out of it over the years. 
Stone anchors himself as the valiant leader that 
funnels all of the changing elements into a pal¬ 
pable and soul-stirring experience. 

"Making people feel something is of the 
utmost importance to me," says Stone. "The 
fringed stuff on the side that causes ADD, that's 
the stuff I want people to remember as the 
higher packaging, but really it's designed to 
distract you.... Sure, there's a lot of shit going 
on around us, but when people are driving home, 
we hope they'll rememberthatthe band was 
pretty good, too." 

Stone's liberated attitude toward music was 
captured on Music From the Future, which was 
mostly recorded in Los Angeles with David Hol¬ 
man. Some touches were added in Stone's home 
studio, and then he meticulously whittled down 
the six hours of music to a 44-minute compilation. 
The album was a labor of love forthe drummer. 

While his cast of musicians and performers 
vary, the group maintains a sound and essence 
that's all their own. "My No. 1 job as a drummer 
is to get you to move your ass, and if you're not 
feeling anything, I'm not doing my job," Stone 
says. "I want people to walk away feeling some¬ 
thing in their molecules."

The Original Monster Inc. 

Loch Ness falters at times but still manages to spin a fable around the mythical sea beast

I f it were possible to speculate in 
the stock of a creative person, this 
chump would cobble together 
whatever few ducats he had lying 
around and invest them in Marshall Pai- 
let. The writer and director of the musical 
Loch Ness, currently making its world 
premiere on the boards of the Chance 
Theater, has already made noise. His Tri- 
assic Parq, a sexed-up send-up of some 
gender-confused dinosaurs, won the 2010 
NYC Fringe Award for Best Musical, and 
his direction of it in 2013 at the Chance 
earned him an Ovation Award. 

But with Loch Ness, the 2 7-year-old 
Pailet delivers a piece that signals his 
future may not lie in quirky, off-beat 
shows that draw critical praise (like Who’s 
Your Baghdaddy?, another past effort), but 
rather in mainstream commercial success. 
And quibble all you want about art versus 
commerce, but when someone with such 
obvious talent as this guy actually makes 
money at what he does? Well, let’s be hon¬ 
est: The only people who care about that 
divide are the ones not doing any com¬ 
merce through their art. 

Whether Loch Ness is the show that 
launches Pailet into non-fringe territory 
is anyone’s guess. It’s still very early in its 
development, and there are a few wrin¬ 
kles in the book and score that need to 
be ironed out. But what is here is already 
very good. It’s a smart, funny musical with 
a genuine heart and just enough goofiness 
to offset any pathos in its very sincere 
examination of a teenage daughter deal¬ 
ing with the loss of her mother—as well as 
meeting a real-life Nessie, the fabled crea¬ 
ture rumored to exist in the murky depths 


of Scotland’s Loch Ness. 

And yes, there is a Nessie in this show. 
Puppets are moved by a handful of actors, 
and it’s given a human face and voice 
through Katie Brown. It’s a simple but effec¬ 
tive way to stage a character such as this in 
a smaller setting, but let Julie Taymor get a 
hold of this show with a few million to throw 
around, and you could imagine something 
similar to Peter Jackson’s Smaug onstage. 

Nessie is the object of the central thrust 
of the show—a search by Dr. Thomas West- 
erbrook (a layered Jackson Tobiska) to 
find her in an effort to replenish his dwin¬ 
dling bank account, as well as repair the 
relationship with his daughter, Haley. But 
Nessie is also the subject, as the search for 
father to find her and daughter to save her 
forces them both into making the arduous 
decision to move on from a shared tragedy. 

Along the way, there’s a cast of off-beat 
characters to provide comic relief and the 
necessary champions, villains and spear 
carriers every musical needs. Pailet, who 
also directs the show that he co-wrote with 
his father, A.D. Penedo, benefits from a 
typically solid Chance ensemble. Everyone 
delivers strong performances, but special 
mention goes to longtime Chance stalwart 
Alex Bueno as the ship’s captain and Keaton 
Williams as a hapless French researcher. 

One issue is that the show doesn’t seem 
wholly comfortable in deciding what it 
is: a grown-up musical about overcoming 
loss and moving on with one’s life, or one 
geared toward young adults dealing with 
issues of angst and self-empowerment. It’s 
possible it can inhabit both worlds, but at 
the moment, its oscillation between those 
two feels a touch wobbly. 


That sense of erraticness is embodied 
most in the main character. Haley (a won¬ 
derfully talented Julia Cassandra Smith) 
seems trapped between teen petulance 
and adult issues, and while her connec¬ 
tion with Nessie is valid and heartwarm¬ 
ing, there doesn’t seem to be enough in 
her character as written to buy into her 
eventual transformation, something kind 
of important in any coming-of-age tale. 
(That lack of meat to the characters isn’t 
restricted to Haley. Nessie, in particular, 
seems a bit deer-in-the-headlights for 
an ancient creature that has managed to 
evade human detection for so long.) 

The show also ends a bit abruptly. 

While it wraps in tender, heartstring-pull¬ 
ing fashion, it seems to come too quickly. 
Hate to say it because generally with 
musicals I’m wishing there were fewer 
songs (read: most of them), but the show 
seems to call out for another big number 
to send the audience out on a higher note. 

But any musical takes time to coalesce, 
and there will be time to tweak, massage, 
refine and address whatever issues the 
two-hour show may have. Even if Pai¬ 
let torpedoes Loch Ness, it’s still a solid 
achievement, a well-crafted, engaging 
piece that absolutely speaks of enormous 
talent and creativity. Now, excuse me 
while I call my theatrical inside trader, a 
certain Mr. Maxwell Bialystock....

Start Serious, 

Then Have Fun 

Justin Warn of Torch Tattoo on smooth tats and 

working with friends 


S ome tattoo artists decide to open 
a shop for the profit or the fame, 
but for Justin Warn, owner of 
Anaheim’s Torch Tattoo, it was 
all about creating the perfect place to 
work with his friend Kyle Crowell. 

“When you have your own shop, you 
can create the environment you want to 
work in. It’s your set of rules,” Warn says. 
“You can make it an extension of yourself.” 

For Warn, that extension was created 
nearly five years ago. But he knew what 
type of work he wanted to do from a very 
early age. “My dad had a small tattoo 
when I was growing up, so that was my 
first taste of it,” Warn says. “When I was 
in high school, I got more into it. By my 
senior year, I was ditching school to go 
hang out at different shops.” 

Just more than 15 years ago, at 19, Warn 
decided to follow his dreams of being 
a tattoo artist. That was before reality 
shows and celebrities brought tattoo¬ 
ing into the mainstream. “I was asking 
myself what I could do that would be 
cool and different,” Warn says. “I wanted 
something that wasn’t a 9-to-5 and didn’t 
involve a suit and tie. I wanted something 
more relaxed than that.” 

When Warn first began tattooing, he 
had more of a traditional American style. 
Over time, he learned to appreciate other, 
more detailed work, and now he has even 
developed his own style. “I get asked to do 
a lot of fine-line, black-and-gray tattoos, so 
I think that’s what I do best,” Warn says. 

“I use a lot of layers, from a soft, milky 
gray to a deep, dark black.” 

Warn also knows the experience of get¬ 
ting a tattoo is just as important as the fin¬ 
ished artwork itself. “Everything is a pack¬ 
age deal,” Warn says. “From the time you 
walk into a warm and welcoming shop 
to getting along with your artist, that’s all

just as important as the tattoo. That’s how 
you know you’re going to get the best tat¬ 
too you can get from that artist.” 

OC WEEKLY; How has the tattooing culture 
changed since you started? 

JUSTIN WARN: The accessibility of it is 
everywhere now. It’s on your phone with 
Instagram and such, which is great. Then 
there are a lot of random businesses try¬ 
ing to get in on it and a lot of random 
people looking to cash in on the popular¬ 
ity of it. 

What’s your advice to someone getting 
their first tattoo? 

Don’t go to Pinterest. Seriously, though, 
think of the most important thing in your 
life, and if it’s still what will be the most 
important thing to you in 10 years, that’s 
what you should get for your first tattoo. 
Not all of your tattoos have to be serious, 
but it’s good to start with one that will 
mean something to you. 

What’s next for Torch Tattoo? 

Well, we’re celebrating our five-year anni¬ 
versary on the second Saturday of May. 

It’s going to be really cool. We’re having 
a big art show with all of the guys here 
and some of our friends, and we’ll have a 
live piano player from Main Street in Dis¬ 
neyland. It’ll just be one big celebration; 
everyone should come by.
